ON THE NORTH SIDE—GERMAN HOMES, 

Cursaco, Oct. 10.—The fire continued to 
burn all last night on the North Side, but this 
morning is under control. It is literally true 
to say that there is nothing remaining of that 
side from the river north to Lincoln Park on 
the north, and from the north branch of the 
Tiver on the west to the lake on the east. This

near the river, on East Side, To milk a cow, | 
carrying withehim a kerosene lamp; this was 
kicked over by the cow, and the burning fluid 
scattered among the straw. This was the be- 
ginning of the great fire. A single extin- 
guisher on the ground, or active work of po- 
lice In tearing down one or two shanties, 
would have prevented the spreading of the 
flames; but the engines were waited for, and 
when they arrived the firemen, stupified by 
their exertions at the fire on 


Saturday night, worked slowly and clumsily. 
Their eſſorts were unavailable. The wind 


from the southwest blew a gale, and rapidly 
the flames shot from house to house and board 
yard to board yard, until the district burned 
the night before was reached. Meanwhile the 
flames crossed the river north of Twelfth 
street, on to the South Side, and made for the 
brick and stone business blocks, railroad 
freight depots and manufacturing cstablish- 
mets. The full extent of the danger was now 
realized for the first time. 
A FIGHT FOR LIFE. 

The fire department already tired out 
worked like heroes. The Mayor with the 
city government that had supremely rested 
now began to cxert themselves, but the oppor- 
tunity had been lost, the time when thorough 
organizations could have blown up buildings 
or prepared for the emergancy was neglected. 
It was now a fight for life. The wind blowing 
a stiff gale had possession of the flames, and 
the beautifal buildings of Chicago’s glory lay 
before them. 

THE PEOPLE AROUSED. 
Harrison, Van Buren, Adams, Monroe, and 
Madison were soon reached. The intervening 
blocks, from the river to Dearborn street on 
the east side being consumed, three-quarters 
of a mile of brick blocks were consumed, as 
if by magic. It deing Sunday, proprictors 
and employes were at home, utterly uncon- 
scious of what was transpiring. Those who.

APPREHENSIONS—THE RAIN.

PROVIDING WATER—EXTRA POLICE. 

Mesers. Richard and Charles Craine, of the 
Northwestern Manufacturing Company, con- 
trived a plan, which is being put into execu- 
tion, for providing water in case of the fire 
breaking out at any time. The machinery 
of their works is being used for that purpose. 
Engines and boilers are used for pumping 
water from the river. Fifteen hundred citizens 
were sworn in last night as extra police force, 
and the Secretary of War has authorized Gen. 
Sheridan to employ all his available troups as 
guards, and to issue one hundred thousand 
rations. 

MILITARY—INCENDIARIES HUNG. 

Five hundred soldiers are on duty. This 
precaution was necessary, for, as remarkable 
as it may seem, there were fiends who still 
- gought to extend the disaster. Two men 
caught in the act of firing houses on the West 
Side were seized and immediately hung to a 
lamp-post. One was hung on Twelfth street, 
near the river, and the other three miles away, 
on Claiborne avenue, North Side. 

HELP AT LAST. 

This summary action has checked the 
thieves and murderers. The arrival of firemen 
and engines from Milwaukee, St. Louis aud 
other cities, has apparently restored confi- 
dence. The Cincinnati train this 
moruing with four engines, three from that 
city and one from Dayton. They were seven- 
teen hours on the way, having to change route 
twice. They finally came via Piqua and Lo- 
gapsport. There was an inexpressible pleas- 
ure in sceing these experienced men go right 
to work ina business way, where work was 
most mecded.

THE NEWSPAPERS. 

The newspapers will be started again ina 
few days or weeks. Hon. Joseph Medill, of 
the Tribune, who is one of the heaviest suf- 
ferers, succeeded yesterday in leasing a brick 
building on Washington street, at the tunnel. 
He also purchased two single cylinder preases 
used in a job office on the West Side, tele- 
graphed East for paper and type, there being 
nothing left here. Mr. Storey, of the Times, 
will erect a rough one-story building and be- 
gin the issue of his paper as soon as material 
can be procured. 

The Journal is provided for on the West Side 
The Post, Republican and Staats Zeitung 
will also arrange for business as soon as prac- 
ticable, but everything must come trom clse- 
where; there is nothing left from the business.

The Excitement in New York—Gen- 
erous Efforts to Aid the Sufferers— 
The Financial Effect of the Dis- 
aster. 

New York, Oct. 10.—The excitement in the 
city relative to the Chicago calamity is in no 
wise abated. This morning all the people 
going to workshops early were anxious 
readers of morning papers, which are full of 
accounts of the disaster, and all of which con- 
tain maps of the doomed. city. Crowds of 
business men were af botels until a late hour 
last night to obtain the latest details, many 
were in trepidation and fearing that they were 
joint sufferers with their mercantile corre- 
spondents in the ruined city. It is thought 
that much business to-day will be entirely sus- 
pended. Many insurance companies will 
doubtless be compelled to suspend for a short 
time in order to ascertain their liabilities, 
Every one in this community feels a deep sor- 
row for the sufferers, and a response to the 
Mayor’s proclamation for help will be spon- 
taneous, and of a liberality worthy of this city. 

Perhaps no event before occurring in this 
country has created such profound sensation. 
There was no class of citizens among whom it 
did not become an all-absorbing topic, and 
high and low, rich and poor, all were wrought 
up to the highest state of excitement conse- 
quent upon the dispatches constantly coming 
from the ill-fated city. The effect upon Wall 
street was tremendous. The excitement could 
scarcely have been less intense than that ex- 
hibited in the doomed city itself. Remarks 
were made publicly that the event was the 
signal for the bursting of one of the moat aw- 
ful bubbles the world has ever known; that 
a panic was, perhaps, imminent. 

Jay Cooke & Co. thought it the most terrible 
calamity that has ever befallen this country, 
with the exception of the war. The heaviest 
houses are doing everything possible to pre- 
vent any panic by excited and exaggerated 
accounts. The leading bankers think it should 
be the first duty to help Chicago and make 
the losses as light as possible. All the papers 
editorially ask that succor be at once fur- 
nished the disastrous city. The moveuent in 
this direction to-day has become gereral. 

Newspapers, in speaking of the devastation, 
predict that the enterprising people of Chi- 
cago will rise above their disasters and soon 
rebuild their city, and in the end can not but 
recover from their losses. 

Crosby, proprietor of the Opera House in 
Chicago, was in the city last night, surrounded 
by sympathising friends. Though showing 
no exterior signs of distress, yet it was appar- 
ent that his mind was weighed down with a 
heavy load. 

In the Stock Board to-day a motion was car- 
ried unanimously to donate $20,000 to the suf- 
ferers by the Chicago fire. The governing com- 
mittee, to whom it was referred, were authorized 
to increase the amount as much ag the treasury 
will allow, undor $50,000. 

Many failures are reported in Wall street, al- 
though the excited state of the market has some- 
what subsided. The panic bas reached ita high 
flood, and many dealers indulge the hope that 
the worst results have been reached. 
= News that the fire in Chicago has been check- 
ed created a feeling. of cheerfulness. The ex 
citement is apparentiy quieting down. 

At a meeting to-day of the Germania, Hanover, 
Niagara and Republic Insurance Companies, 
composing the lUnderwriters’ agency of New 
York, preparations were made to pay imme- 
diately upon adjustment all losses incurred in 
Chicago, after doing which the capital of all the 
companies will remain unimpaired. 

The police of the Twenty-sixth precinct raised 
this morning three hundred dollars, and pur- 
chased one hundred and fifty barrels of pilot 
bread, which was forwarded on the Erie rau 
road to Chicago before ten o'clock A. u.

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The Story of the Fire Flood. 

Our telegraphic dispatches this morning 
continue the dismal story of the destractica 
ef Chicago. 

As the details press in upon us they gain 
rather than lose intensity; and we are not 
permitted to believe that there le any room 
to hope from the chance that the dreadful 
tidings already brought to us have been 
exaggerated. The heart is literally burnt 
out of the beautiful city. Miles and 
miles of streets, that blossomed with shops 
and were made brilliant by the most imposing 
architecture, are blotted from existence. It 
is thought that five hundred lives will hardly 
cover the dead, and three hundred millions 
is understood to be a low estimate of the 
loss in dollars and cents. An hundred thou- 
sand people are sent adrift into the desolate 
places in and about the town, All is tumult. 
A panic has seized upon the people. Incen- 
diaries have been detected and sum- 
marily executed. Assassins, thieves, 
desperadoes, maniacs and drunkards make the 
night perilous and hideous, Ina word, the 
condition of Chicago beggars description. 

Meanwhile the good work of relief goes 
bravely on. It makes one think better of 
human nature—it makes one feel proud of 
his country and his countrymen—to behold 
the spontaneity with which the heart 
and the hand of America have opened 
in answer to the cry of these suf- 
fering people. This glorious spirit has 
confined itself to no section. It has sprung 
from every quarter and from all classes. Here 
in the midst of us it has overflowed the 
bounds usually fixed to the popular yolition, 
and has given with a freedom unsurpassed in 
the annals of popular enthusiasm. All honor 
to it, and may it not weary of well doing nor 
coase its labors until permanent and subetan- 
tial relief is secured. 

It must be borne in mind that the victims 
of this fearful scourge will stand even more 
in need of succor a week hence than they do 
at this mement, when they are brought under 
a universal fire of charity. The danger is, 
that there will be infinite waste, and that this 

will oecaslon a scarcity hereafter. It will be 
wise for our authorities to consider this, and 
soto shape the application of succor as to 
cover the next fortnight at least.

AN OVERFLOW OF SYMPATHY. 


The people of Louisville yesterday were given 
up almost to devising means for the re- 
lief of the suffering people of Chicago. The lib- 
eral contribation of over $40,000 at the mass 
meeting of the night before was but an earnest 
of what was still to be done. The committees 
oanvassing the city met with cheerful and lib- 
oral responses everywhere. In numerous in- 
stances persons came forward without waiting 
to be approached and donated sums of money. 
All classes seemed to be equally interested in the 
great work of benevolence. 

The headquarters of the rell tf committee were 
established at the Planters’ Bank, near the cor- 


ner of Second and Main, and here money came 


pouring in all day as fast as the committee could 
record .t. The amount of Louisville's subscrip- 
tion in money, provisious, and clothing was be- 
tween $150,000 and $160,000 up to dark last night, 
and it will no doubt be largely increased to-day. 
The provisions and clothing were collected at 
the corner Third and Main, in the large storehouse 
formerly oceupied by J. S. Lithgow & Co. Here as 
many as could work conveniently were kept busy 
throughout the day in packing and sending 
goods. Twelve or fifteen car-loads. consisting of 
bread and meatsand clo bing. were forwarded, 
and it bas now doubtless arrived at its destina 
tion and is being distributed among the suffering 
people. 

It was evident early in the day that more meat 
was being contributed than bread, and a cireu- 
lar to this effect was iashed by the committee. 
One hundred barrels of flour was ordered to be 
made into crackers, and the bakers of the city 
were put immediately to work, and will have 
them ready to be sent off early this morning. 

The General Council at its yesterday 
appropriated $50,000 for the benefit of the suaf- 
ferers. The ordinance was immediately sanc- 
tioned by Mayor Baxter, and before an hour he 
had borrowed the money at 6 per cent., and had 
it sent forward. The Mayor desires it stated 
that several banks came forward promptly and 
offered the money.

An Hour’s Talk with the Men Who 
Are Most Interested in the 
Chicago Fires 


— 


Who Is and Whe Is Not Hart, 


— 


The insurance men of the city were not in 
euch a fever of excitement jesterday as one 
would suppose, judging from the fact that the 
companies they represent had just lost, alto- 
gether, about three hundred millions of dollars 
by the Chicago fire. A reporter of the Covrisr- 
JovRmaL interviewed them, from one end of 
Main street to the other, and found not one of 
them who was not cool, quiet, calm, collected 
and unconcerned. Such an easy set of men was 
never crossed. 

This was the case from all outward appear- 
ances. 

But there was a nervous grabbing at the tele- 
grame which were brought in by the little mes- 
sengers every few minutes, a hasty tearing of 
them open, an inability to find the proper place 
to sign on the messenger’s receipt book and a 
forgetting to pay the charges until reminded by 
the little fellows in waiting. 

Up to five o'clock the reporter, in his perambu- 
lations, had succeeded in interviewing about ten 
agente, representing thirty or forty companies, 
and, out of all these, there was but one which 
had any risk in Chicago, and that was only about 
$10,000, and was more than covered by the sur- 
plus. Perhaps there was never anything so safe 
as the insurance companies at the present time. 
Where Chicago got insured for three hundred 
millions is a mystery, thought the reporter. Cer- 
tainly not tn any of the companies in this coun- 
try. 

The frst man run across was Mr. Lyman, who 
represents several prominent companies. He 
was not in his office, which ix on Main, one door 
above Bullitt. He had gone up to the corner of 
Fourth, to rejoice with his contemporaries, 
Messrs. Slaughter, Tyler, and Campbell. He was 
found leaning back in a comfortable chair, be- 
fore a cheerful grate fre, with his feet upon a 
table. Mr. Lyman had not heard from 
any of his companies, but was 
under the impression that they were not largely 
interested in Chicago. However, ho was taking 
policies with the understanding that they were 
to be good if the company proved solvent. 

Next, the office of Mr. Browinski, at the corner 
of Bullitt and Main, was sought out. He was 
the agent of the Underwriters’ Agency only, and 
that had no risks in Chicago. 

Mr. J. H. M. Morris occupied the same room as 
an office. He is agent for the, Yonkers, of New 
York, the Queen, of New. York, and the Astor. 
The Yonsers suffered a small loss, but has 
enough surplus to cover it. The Queen has no 
agency in Chicago, baving withdrawn from there 
two years ago. The Astor bad not been heard 
from. 

Mr. Henry W. Gray, who lives across the way, 
is the agent of the Atlantic, of Brooklyn, the 
Security, of New York, the Fireman’s Fund, of 
San Francisco, the Home, of Columbus, Ohio, 
the Market, of New York, and several others. 
The Atlantic telegraphed that its losses were 
heavy. but that it would weather the storm, and 
that rates were advancing. The Security said: 
Unable to tell, but able to pay. The Fire- 
mans Fund's losses were net large, and there 
was noanxiety. The Home of Columbus tele- 
graphed: Chicago fire leaves Home all right. 
The Market said: Hold still.“ ‘This was the 
most alarming - looking dispatch received during 
the ‘day, but the president of the Market com- 
pany is a close, correct and peculiar man, and is 
very careful about risks. The impression, judg- 
ing from the habits of this company, is that it 
could not have lost much in such a risky place as 
Chicago, and that the president only means to 
hold back until he finds exactly where he stands. 
Mr. Gray was very jovial, and does not think 
that any of his companies have suffered seri- 
ously. 

Captain Sinton, of the Liverpool and London 
Globe, was next visited. He seemed to be a very 
straightforward but touchy old English gentle- 
man, and was a littie indignant that the stability 
of his company should be questioned. “No, sir; 
my company has a paid-up capital of twenty-one 
millions, and I wouldn't insult it by t elegraphing 
to hask."’ 

The reporter left Captain Sinton and went 
across the head of the stairs to the office of 
Prather & Powell, agents for the tna of Hart- 
dord and the Commercial of New York. Mr. 
Prather, a very clever, genteel old æ utleman, 
was found comfortably esconsced in the deep 
cushions of a large chair in front of a bright, 
blazing fire. Mr. Prather stated that the 
Commercial Company had no agency et Chica 
go. The Aetna, of Hartford, had uot been 
heard from. It will be a heavy loser, he said, 
but will be amply able to stand it. Nothing that 
it will lose in Chicago will impair the validity of 
its policies. 

Going then to the office of Slaughter, Tyler & 
Campbell, the senior member was met at the 
foot of the stairs with a handfulof dispatchos, 
much excited but more jovial. He was accosted, 
and the object of the visit explained. kes, 
yes; yes, sir; walk up stairs to my room, and 1 U 
tell zou all about it,“ We both went up; two 
steps at a time.

PHILA DELPHI a Oct. 1.—The election was 
quiet in most of the wards. In the Fourth and 
Fifth the colored voters complained of intimi- 
dation, and the police were ehanged by the 
Mayor. In the Fifteenth ward Miss Carrie Burn- 
ham tendered her vote, which was not received.

LATER.—Serious riots have broken out in the 
southern part of the city. Four or five men 

ave been killed and twenty-five wounded. 
Three brigades of militia have been ordered to 
the seene of the troubles. Haggerty, a lieuten- 
aut of police, has been arrested by order of 
Judge Allison and held in $1,000, to answer the 
charge of obstructing the polls. 

The riot first commenced between — and 
colored men at Eighth and Filter stree The 
crowd drawn together by the report of tine fight 
numbered neariy one thousand persons. A 
shower of paving stones was thrown into this 
assemblage, and immediately the fizht com- 
menced in earnest. Pistols were used, and a 
number of men armed with bright new muskets 
charged about and fired into the crow The 
battle continued as the crowd passed up Eighth 
street to Lombard, down Lombard to Seventh, 
down Seventh to South, and through South to 
Sixth street. The streets, courts and alleys 
were swarming with men, who fired upon each 
other while the fight in Lombard street con- 
tir ue 

A number of colored men armed with mus<ets 
came out of analley just below Seventh street, 
and charged upon a squad of police dfficers, who 
were hacked by a host of shirtsleeve supporters, 
end being beaten back, retreated into a tavern, 
taking up their position at the second-story win- 
dows. rom this 3 they flred a volley 
which was spiritedly returned, and for ten min 
utes the neighborhood resounded with the re- 
ports of firearms, while missiles, paving stones, 
and bricks were flying through the air. 

Chief of Police Mutholland was present during 
the riot, and did his best with the small force of 
men he commanded to quelli the disturbance. He 
did not succeed. however, until over two hun- 
dred shots were fired. 

A score of persons were wounded as reported, 
and four men killed. Half àa dozen men were 
‘hot in Lombard street, and carried off by their 
friends, but how seriously they were wounded 
can't be stated. 

Chief Mulholland succeeded in restoring order 
after taking the ringleaders of both parties into 
custody. e riot is attributable by those who 
watched its origin to the ill-treatment of colored 
voters at Eighth and Tidewater streets, and 
more or less at all the polls in the Pourth and 
Fifth wards.
